Subject:— Export & Import Policy, 1992-97. 

F. No. 6|36|92-EPC.—Attention is invited to para 61 of Export & Import 
Policy for April, 1992—March, 1997. In terms of tliis para exports to Rupee Pay¬ 
ment Area countries shall be subject to the such value addition as may be specified 
from time to time by a Public Notice issued in this behalf. 

2. It has now been decided that the following value addition norms shall be 
adopted for exports to Rupee Payment Area countries :— 

(a) If the trade takes place in hard currency outside the ambit of the 
Trade Protocol, the value addition norms will be the same as applica¬ 
ble to exports to GCA countries. 

(b) If the trade take plaqe through the clearing mechanism within the 
ambit of the Trade Protocol, the minimum value addition norms will 
be 100 per cent instead of the present 233 per cent. 

3. The above amendments have been made in public interest.
